Timonium's Horse Events 


Within the next several days the pre¬ 
mium books for the 1946 Timonium Fair, 
official State Fair of Maryland, will be off 
the presses and mailed to breeders and ex¬ 
hibitors in the various fields of horse in¬ 
terest. Entries to all horse events close Sat¬ 
urday, August 17, so if you have not re¬ 
ceived a class list of the Pony Show, or of 
the Breeders’ Show, or a Premium Book 
with classifications for Draft Horses and 
Pulling Contest, you had better write im¬ 
mediately to Matt L. Daiger, President, 
Timonium Fair, Timonium, Maryland, or 
to this magazine. 

The Fair will commence Labor Day, 
September 2, and will run through Thurs¬ 
day, September 12. There will be flat rac¬ 
ing and a steeplechase daily for the ten rac¬ 
ing days, with a programme of attractive 
events arranged by Racing Secretary Wil¬ 
liam Shewbridge, who replaces Eddie Bren¬ 
nan, now at Monmouth Park in charge of 
affairs. The draft horse show will run Mon¬ 
day through Thursday, with the Four-H 
Horse Fitting and Showing Contests Fri¬ 
day. Percherons will be judged Monday, 
Belgians on Tuesday, with Charles A. 
Wentz, of Ohio, judging both divisions of 
the show. On the Wednesday Andrew 
Montgomery, of Wisconsin, will fittingly 
judge the Clydesdales. Thursday will be 
Suffolk judging day, with Humphrey S. 
Finney making the awards. The Pulling 
Contest will be held on Wednesday and 
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Thursday, Lightweight Division the first 
night, Heavyweight Division the second. 
Dean Bedford is Superintendent of all 
draft horse events, with Joe Vial acting as 
Assistant. 

The Horse Breeders’ Show, held through 
the cooperation of the Timonium manage¬ 
ment and the Maryland Horse Breeders’ 
Association, will have Humphrey S. Fin¬ 
ney, Field Secretary of the breeders’ organ¬ 
ization, acting as Superintendent, with 
Stewart Sears, also of the breeders’ group, 
as Assistant. This affair, which will feature 
Thoroughbred breeding classes the first day, 
Monday, September 9, and Half-bred, Suit- 
able-to-become-Hunter, and Pony classes 
on Tuesday, September 10, is well endowed 
with prize money, as is the entire horse ex¬ 
hibit, and five trophies.

Judges for this first post-war Breeders’

and Suitable to Become Hunters. Mrs. R. 
C. Winmill, Warrenton, Virginia, and 
Alexander Mackay Smith, White Post, 
Virginia, both nationally known breeders 
and judges of ponies and equitation, will 
handle the Pony Breeding Section.

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Maryland State Fair Board contributes to 
the prize money for this show, which is 
classed as a valuable agricultural educa¬ 
tional exhibit. This point is made further 
evident when it is considered that the judges 
in the various sections of the Breeders’ 
Show will discuss their placings, giving rea¬ 
sons for their selections in all classes, over 
the Public Address system. 

The Pony Show, which will be a full day 
affair this year, will be held Wednesday, 
September 11, and will be in charge of Mrs. 
Dean Bedford, Superintendent. Classes 
have been planned for all types of ponies 
and all sorts of riders, from the complete 
neophyte to the finished horseman or 
woman, with classes limited to children 
and junior mounts. Mrs. Winmill and Mr. 
Mackay Smith will officiate here also. Cash 
prizes will be awarded, as well as a number 
of handsome trophies. 

All horse events at Timonium this year, 
except the Pulling Contest, will be held in 
the newly constructed Show Ring, located 
at the south end of the draft horse barns. 
An office for the Horse Department has 
been constructed close to the show ring, 
where any information about the Fair’s 
horse events can be referred. 

Co-operative Broodmare 
Shipment 

When 42 mares and foals, and one soli¬ 
tary yearling, arrived at Timonium Fair 
Grounds Friday, June 21, it not alone 
marked the entry of the first Thorough¬ 
breds into the property since the Army took 
over in 1942, but also represented that 
largest group of horses ever shipped into 
Maryland in a co-operative manner. 

The shipment was organized by the 
Maryland Horse Breeders Association, and 
represented seventeen various ownerships. 
The horses, which on arrival were loaded 
into twelve six-horse and two three-horse 
vans, scattered to fourteen farms, located 
in Maryland at far distant spots. Monkton, 
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Frederick, Rockville, Annapolis, Hyde, 
Ellicott City, Woodbine and Sparks were 
some of the points involved. The Thor¬ 
oughbreds were gathered in Lexington 
from farms as far apart as Frankfort, Paris 
and Georgetown, Kentucky. 

The problem of labor was solved when 
Major L. A. Lamborn was importuned to 
ask for volunteers from McDonogh’s 
Cavalry. The response was excellent, and 
five first-class horsemen went to Lexington 
with the Editor of this journal to ship the 
stock home. Bobby Shea, son of Danny, 
Charlie Gould, Bill Allen, Tommy Burckes 
and Bill Rasche, former showring rider for 
the school and now back after three years 
in the A.A.F., were the boys making the 
trip. Three cars were required for the ship¬ 
ment, which was arranged and expedited 
by the Pennsylvania Railroad’s able John 
Yocum, in Philadelphia. Twenty hours 
after leaving Lexington the shipment was 
at the siding at the Fair Grounds. 

All horses shipped in first class condition 
and were soon on their way to their perma¬ 
nent residences, after visiting some of the 
best stallions in the Blue Grass. All ex¬ 
penses connected with the shipping were 
paid by the breeders’ group, the total being 
pro-rated among the shippers on a basis of 
number of horses shipped. Cost amounted 
to $42.02 a horse. Mares and foals, which 
required box-stalls, were charged for as two 
animals. 

Breeders participating in the group ship¬ 
ment included W. L. Brann, H. S. Hork- 
heimer, S. M. Pistorio, S. W. Labrot, Jr., 
J. F. Flanagan, Ray Watson, C. C. Jones, 
Mrs. Danny Shea, O. L. Nyberg, Mrs. E. 
duPont Weir, W. A. Edgar, Mrs. Merrall 
MacNeille, C. F. Hockley, C. E. Tuttle, A. 
G. Vanderbilt, H. L. Salsbury and J. M. 
Schiff. This sort of co-operative shipment, 
started by the breeders group during the 
war years, has proved so useful and eco¬ 
nomical that it is likely to be continued as 
a regular service by the association to its 
members. 
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The Racing Scene

Maryland had no actual racing during 
the month of June, the majority of the top 
horses which furnished the spring season 
in the State moving on to Delaware Park 
with scattered shipments elsewhere. The 
minor track performers went into action at 
Charles Town following the close of the 
spring meetings and so, as far as actual 
running was concerned, all was quiet on the 
Maryland front. 

But behind the scenes many things went 
on which will have far-reaching effects on 
racing in the future and probably the most 
important of the off-season occurences was 
the election of Maj. Gen. Milton A. Reck- 
ord to the post of president of the Harford 
Agricultural & Breeders Association, this 
being the operating name for Havre de 
Grace. Election of a man of General Reck- 
ord’s acknowledged standing in Maryland 
did two things. It increased the prestige of 
racing in the State, as well as at Havre de 
Grace, and it appeared to remove all the 
doubts about Havre de Grace continuing in 
business. For it is hardly likely that General 
Reckord would have accepted the post had 
the owners of the track contemplated an 
early sale or a discontinuance of racing in 
the near future. 

While General Reckord is new to racing 
as an executive of a track organization, he 
brings to the job a wealth of executive abil¬ 
ity, gained from his long tenure of service 
with the United States Army, a span which 
ranges from his command of an infantry 
unit in the first world war to command of 
a corps area in the second world conflict 
and the post of provost marshal of the en¬ 
tire European Theater. Reckord is no 
stranger to Maryland’s turf scene, for he has 
been an attendant for many years, although 
the press of duties in recent seasons has 
been such that he has been unable to enjoy 
the sport as much as he would have liked. 

The new president of Havre de Grace 
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gave evidence of a keen understanding of 
the situation in his first public statement. 
He admitted that he was not completely 
familiar with all the angles connected with 
the operation of racing, but declared that 
his sole aim would be to continue the same 
high grade sport as in the past, to protect 
the public which makes the game possible 
and to cooperate with other tracks and the 
Racing Commission in improving the rac¬ 
ing over the entire State. 

Certainly none can fault such a policy. 
General Reckord having been a "fan” 
doubtless will bring to the presidency of 
the Harford county course, an understand¬ 
ing of the needs of the public and I’m sure 
that few men could have been named to 
the job, whose appointment would have 
created more general approval. In accept¬ 
ing the presidency, General Reckord took 
over a post relinquished by Edward Burke, 
who long has been identified with Havre 
de Grace and often was referred to as Mr. 
Havre de Grace himself. Burke was instru¬ 
mental in the original construction of the 
track, always was its guiding genius up to 
last spring. 

For many years, he served as vice-presi¬ 
dent and general manager and then in 
1937, he succeeded Michael Fahey as presi¬ 
dent. Last Spring, when Havre de Grace 
reopened for the first time since the war, 
Burke was missing from the scene. Ill 
health and advancing age had forced him 
into the retirement of his New York home, 
although he continued to be interested in 
the affairs of the course. Burke’s manage¬ 
ment of the track left little to be desired 
by the stockholders who reposed their con¬ 
fidence in him. The plant was a money¬ 
maker from the start and often paid divi¬ 
dends of as much as 100 per cent. Burke 
also became known as an employer who 
was steadfastly loyal to his men. When 
one went to work at Havre de Grace, it was 
permanent. He paid mutuel men and oth¬ 
ers just a bit more than other tracks and 
only actual dishonesty or failure to appear 
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for work could strike a man’s name from 
the payroll. 

Burke, who becomes Treasurer under 
the new setup of the official family, also 
was known for his many generosities. No 
horseman ever lacked shipping money if 
things had gone bad for him and many an 
employee got money for winter coal, medi¬ 
cine or other unexpected needs, if Burke 
heard about the plight. 

Evan Shelby is vice president of the as¬ 
sociation now and Richard Reid Rogers is 
secretary. Last spring, with Burke on the 
sidelines due to ill health, the two meetings 
were successfully conducted by Charles J. 
McLennan, who served in the dual ca¬ 
pacity of General Manager and Racing 
Secretary and James P. Ross, who has been 
with the course for 27 years. 

As for the new president of Havre de 
Grace, a brief biographical sketch may not 
be amiss although many race-goers are fa¬ 
miliar with many phases of General Reck- 
ord’s career. Christened Milton Atchison 
Reckord, the new turf official first saw the 
light of day at Reckord, Md. in Harford 
county. His birth date was Dec. 28, 1879. 
As a boy he participated in baseball and 
football around Bel Air but then became 
interested in the military. He enlisted in 
the Maryland National Guard in 1901, 
serving as private and first sergeant until 


1903 when he was appointed captain. Pro¬ 
motion to major came in 1906 and it was 
with this rank that he entered Federal serv¬ 
ice in 1917. 

Promotion to Lieutenant Colonel fol¬ 
lowed in August of the same year and in 
1918 he was made a Colonel. He com¬ 
manded the 115th Infantry with the Amer¬ 
ican Expeditionary Forces in France and 
for his services was awarded the Distin¬ 
guished Service Medal. In addition he re¬ 
ceived the French Croix de Guerre with 
Palm. After demobilization in 1919, he 
subsequently accepted a commission as 
Colonel of Infantry, Officer Reserve Corps, 
was appointed Colonel in the Adjutant 
General’s Department of the National 
Guard of Maryland in 1921. Promotion 
to Brigadier General followed later that 
year and in 1924 he was named Brigadier 
General of the line and to Major General 
on April 14, 1934. 

At the outbreak of World War II, Gen¬ 
eral Reckord was mustered into Federal 
service again to command the 29th Divi¬ 
sion at Fort George G. Meade. Then on 
Jan. 6, 1942 he was appointed Command¬ 
ing General of the Third Service Com¬ 
mand, then the Third Corps Area. For ac¬ 
complishments in that post, he again was 
awarded the Distinguished Service Medal. 
On Dec. 1, 1943 General Reckord was or-

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dered to the European Theater of Opera¬ 
tions where for a year and a half he served 
as the Theater Provost Marshal as a mem¬ 
ber of the staff of General Eisenhower. In 
June of 1945 he returned to Washington, 
on duty in the office of the Chief of Staff. 

Last November General Reckord re¬ 
turned to civilian life but immediately re¬ 
sumed his post as Adjutant General of the 
State of Maryland. He has been active in 
reorganization of the units and organiza¬ 
tions of the Maryland National Guard, 
which served so magnificently during the 
war. 

General Reckord is the son of the late 
John H. and Lydia A. Reckord. He lives 
at the Ambassador Apartments in Balti¬ 
more and has one daughter, Gladys Reck¬ 
ord Jones, wife of Lt. Col. Henry F. Jones, 
Jr. The new president of Havre de Grace 
is a member of several Masonic organiza¬ 
tions, of the National Rifle Association, the 
Maryland Club, the Baltimore Country 
Club, the National Guard Association, the 
Adjutants General Association and the 
Army-Navy Club of Washington, D. C. 

While Havre de Grace has been busy 
getting a new president, Laurel, the next 
major course to operate in the state, has 
been busy preparing for the strongest op¬ 
position it has been called upon to face in 
recent years. Goss L. Stryker, the president 
of the Maryland State Fair, Inc. and George 
(Brick) Martin, the new General Man¬ 
ager of the course on the Washington-Balti- 
more boulevard, have been working steadi¬ 
ly in preparation for the meeting which 
opens early in October. 

They are up against an unique situation 
in that for all except a few days of the 25 
allotted dates, they’ll be racing in opposi¬ 
tion to Garden State Park and Atlantic 
City in New Jersey. Once before Laurel 
and Garden State conflicted for about a 
week and the results were not helpful to 
either track. This season, with the conflict 
extending over most of the meeting, the 
problem is one which not only has the 
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Laurel officials worried but also the heads 
of other state tracks, for much of Mary¬ 
land’s success on the turf has been the re¬ 
sult of success for all four of the major 
tracks, not any individual course. 

First of the big questions to be answered 
when Laurel opens, is how will the Mary¬ 
land track fare in the matter of horses of 
quality. True, New Jersey is a newcomer 
to the sport and one would think an old 
established firm like Laurel would get pref¬ 
erence from horsemen. That still may be 
true. But in the meantime, while Laurel is 
idle, New Jersey has offered racing at Mon¬ 
mouth Park, Atlantic City and Garden 
State, the whole program embracing over 
the season, a total of 100 days. Possibly 
the New Jersey officials or the condition 
books written for the races there, may en¬ 
tice horsemen to remain. Purse scales are 
comparable. 

Secondly, Laurel in the past, has used 
many officials and other employes who 
normally were through with the Jersey 
season around Labor Day and were free to 
move into the posts at Laurel. This season, 
there is some question as to whether these 
men will give up Jersey jobs, some of which 
run for the 100 days, for positions at Laurel 
with only 25 days of work to offer. 

Laurel will have plenty of horses. It is 
the kind which poses the problem. Mary¬ 
land patrons long have been accustomed 
to sport of high class at the major tracks 
and while they turn out in large numbers 
for half-mile racing at half-mile tracks, 
they decline to support half-mile racing at 
the mile ovals. However the officials of the 
Maryland State Fair are cognizant of what 
is to be faced and doubtless have taken any 
number of steps not only to assure them¬ 
selves of enough Thoroughbreds of quality 
to maintain the usual standards, but also 
to round up an efficient staff to conduct the 
sport on its normally high plane. 

As for the minor oval season, which be¬ 
gins the latter part of July at Bel Air, the 
prospects are bright indeed. Charles Town, 
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which operates all through the early sum¬ 
mer, usually is the barometer of what is to 
come in Maryland at the small tracks, and 
unless all signs fail the year will be a big 
one. Charles Town has prospered as never 
before. 

Bel Air, with its three-quarter mile 
course, should get the season off to a flying 
start for Ray Bryson’s track always has 
been a popular one and has set the pace 
in recent years. A change in schedule oc¬ 
curs in 1946, due to the late opening of 
the major season. In the old days, the order 
of minor meetings was Hagerstown, Bel 
Air, Cumberland, Marlboro and Ti- 
mcnium. 

This season, Bel Air’s meeting will be 
followed by that at Cumberland. Then the 
horses will move down the line to Hagers¬ 
town, then into Timonium and wind up 
the season at Marlboro. Return of Timoni¬ 
um to the fold of minor ovals will create 
added interest. This track was in the hands 
of the U. S. Army for the war years. How¬ 
ever Matt L. Daiger, head of the Timonium 
organization, has been busy for months 
getting everything in readiness for a return 
to action and Timonium on Labor Day, 
doubtless will again attract 40,000 to 50,- 
000 people to its combined racing and fair 
attractions.

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The Yearling Sales 

This year we shall see a return to the 
customs of pre-war days in regard to the 
Eastern Sales, when the Fasig-Tipton Com¬ 
pany resumes the practice of selling year¬ 
lings at Saratoga. The Saratoga sale will 
follow that staged by the Breeders’ Sales 
Company at Lexington, where the Keene- 
land Race Course will again be the scene 
of the vendue. No Maryland yearlings will 
be sold at Keeneland, where 428 "Selected 
Yearlings’’ will be on offer. 

There are some 250 head of yearlings 
listed in the large preliminary catalogue 
recently mailed by the sales organization 
from Saratoga. A search of the catalogue 
reveals that there will not be many entries 
from Maryland, though the neighboring 
state of Virginia accounts for most of the 
group. Dealing with the local entrants al¬ 
phabetically, the first Maryland offerings 
will be two from George Ballou’s Ballou 
Stock Farm, at Millington, on the Eastern 
Shore, these being colts by the two North 
Wales Stud sires Head Play and *Quatre 
Bras II, which will be offered on Monday 
night, August 12. The former is out of a 
young winning daughter of Aneroid, Kay- 
marion, the latter out of the stakes winner 
Merry Gesture, from the great producing 
family of Valkyr. The pair are sold to dis¬ 
solve the partnership between Mrs. Ballou 
and Edward Devereux. 

Also offered to dissolve a partnership is 
the bay colt by the prolific sire of good 
winners, Pilate, out of Fooled by ^Chicle, 
a winning half-sister to the good stakes 
winners Alexis, Miss Ferdinand, Misled 
and Idle Miss. The property of A. S. Hewitt 
and B. Frank Christmas, this colt from Idle 
Miss Farm, Monkton, will be sold Thurs¬ 
day, August 15, following the Hewitt con¬ 
signment. From William H. Labrot’s Holly 
Beach Farm, Annapolis, come two colts, 
first to be offered from this establishment 
in a number of years. Offered at the begin¬ 
ning of the night’s listing on Wednesday, 
August 14, these are a chestnut colt by 
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# Strolling Player, long a consistent winner 
producing sire, out of Maetake, a winner 
of 11 races whose first foal is now a two- 
year-old; and a brown colt by the brother to 
# Sir Gallahad III and # Bull Dog, ^Quatre 
Bras II, whose dam, Trudeyn, by the fast 
horse Prince of Wales, is half-sister to four 
winners. 

From Wayne Johnson’s vast Churn 
Creek Farms, in Kent County, come two 
colts and two fillies to be sold Tuesday, 
August 13. There is a Stagehand colt, out 
of Tige’s Echo, a daughter of Equipoise, 
whose yearling daughter last year brought 
$15,000. The dam is a half sister to the 
winners Chance Play and Playday. Half- 
sister to the stakes winner and sire Forty 
Winks is the chestnut filly by Pompey out 
of # Alicia W., by Salmon Trout, a mare 
whose remaining five winners averaged 
better than twelve wins apiece. Another 
filly is by Tintagel, winner of the Futurity, 
out of Coconino, whose only foal to race is 
the winner Cocogrande. Owned in partner¬ 
ship with M. Russell Dock is the chestnut 
colt by Lucky Omen, rugged and consistent 
son of *Gino, and Chatelet by Chatterton. 
This colt is half brother to Chatabit, win¬ 
ner of 25 races and of three other winners. 

John Pons, Manager of his father’s 
Country Life Farms, at Bel Air, is preparing 
six yearlings for the sales. Three are the 
property of Hon. Breckinridge Long, two 
the property of John Pons and partners, in 
the one case J. M. Roebling, in the other 
Ewart Johnson, the other being owned by 
Mrs. John W. Hanes. All will be offered 
for sale Wednesday, August 14. For Mr. 
Long’s account will be sent up two colts 
and a filly, all stemming to the grand old 
mare *La Channaneene, purchased by Mr. 
Long at the Belmont Dispersal 21 years 
ago. The sprightly colt by King Cole, a 
promising young sire, from the Spinaway 
and Schuylerville winner Nasca, by *Ro- 
solio, now doing well in Ireland, will come 
into the ring first. Second dam of this colt 
is the stakes winner Tinita. The young 
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Equipoise mare Equipet, winner of the Car- 
roll Handicap among other races, has a 
chestnut colt by the useful sire Economic, 
whose percentage of winners from foals is 
highest in Maryland. Equipet is out of that 
wonderful producer Shanette whose filly is 
next of the Long offerings. This is a daugh¬ 
ter of Economic also, that is sister to the 
winners Saving and Comic Ann, and half- 
sister to five other winners. Old Shanette 
has produced eight foals that have started, 
all of them being winners. 

The Pons & Roebling colt is by Pavot’s 
sire, Case Ace, and is out of Lady Glory by 
American Flag, a mare who has already 
produced two good winners to Case Ace in 
Court Ace and Final Glory, winner of 18 
races. For the account of Pons and Johnson 
will be offered a bay colt by speedy Air- 
flame, whose get inherit his speed, out of 
Violet Reigh, a half-sister to the winner 
Homeward Bound, by Reigh Count, sire of 
brilliant Count Fleet. 

The Hanes yearling, for which the name 
Stilts has been claimed, is a bay colt by 
Milkman, out of Nit Wit, a daughter of 
The Nut that is half-sister to the winners 
Amqui (18 races) and Lee S. (11 races).

American Draft Mares To Europe 

Mares, suitable for work and breeding, 
have been purchased for UNRRA and 
shipped to Europe as rapidly as ship space 
could be made available. Some 45,000 
mares have been shipped according to 
Wayne Dinsmore, Secretary of the Horse 
and Mule Association of America, Inc. 
Money has been made available from UN¬ 
RRA and requisitions issued to the United 
States Commodity Credit Corporation for 
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the purchase of 90,000 mares for export 
in 1946. About half have been shipped 
and the remainder will be purchased as 
rapidly as possible, by the United States De¬ 
partment of Agriculture, whose representa¬ 
tives act as purchasing agents. 

Specifications call for mares from 12.3 
to 15.2 hands high, 3 to 8 years of age, 
weighing 900 to 1,500 pounds, of stocky 
conformation, suitable for draft purposes, 
serviceably sound, gentle with no vicious 
habits, and without material blemish or de¬ 
fect. They must be in good state of flesh 
and must be broken to customary forms 
of work and to ride: must be free from dis¬ 
eases as determined by veterinary examina¬ 
tion, and must be approved as to quality 
and type by U.S.D.A. inspectors before ac¬ 
ceptance. Anyone can bid on furnishing 
these mares, but must bid to furnish 300 
or more at a time, to be assembled at points 
satisfactory to the buyers for inspection 
and shipment, and must be prepared, if 
ships are waiting, to furnish the mares on 
3 days’ notice within the contract dates 
specified. 

To purchase in the country, ship to an 
inspection point, tender for inspection, 
have passed, brand and load 300 accept¬ 
able mares in 3 days, is a formidable under¬ 
taking. Some mares bought in the country 
will not pass inspection, and some get sick, 
so that due allowance must be made for 
such losses. Most of the mares are being 


inspected and loaded at stock yard points, 
but inspection will be given anywhere in 
the United States if satisfactory accommo¬ 
dations for assembling, inspecting, loading 
on cars and shipping to Atlantic Ocean 
ports are available. 

A total of 27 different firms or individ¬ 
uals in 16 different states are now furnish¬ 
ing these mares, and more may participate. 
Horsemen who want to risk $25,000 to 
$40,000 on such a contract, should write 
to the U. S. Department of Agriculture, 
Washington 25, D. C., for an invitation 
to bid and full specifications. Prices re¬ 
ceived by contractors F.O.B. cars, are re¬ 
ported to be ranging from $90.00 to 
$99.00 per head thus far. Freight from 
loading to ocean shipping port is paid by 
the purchaser. 

Prices paid to farmers range from 
$50.00 to $80.00 per mare on the farm. 
Buyers acting for contractors naturally try 
to buy mares as cheaply as possible, but 
farmers who are cognizant of the extent 
of purchases for export, are asking higher 
prices. The United States had on farms 
January 1, 1946, a total of 3,196,000 
mules (of which Europe is taking none) 
and 8,259,000 horses of all ages, half of 
which horses were mares. These purchases 
for Europe will therefore take a little over 
2% of our mares, which readily can be 
spared, especially the small ones.

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New Monmouth in the Field

The most important Turf event of June 
was the opening of the new Monmouth 
Park tract at Oceanport. Possibly this ought 
to be said with an apology to Assault, which 
made a little history by completing the 
Triple Crown—this tourist has given up 
explanations and gone to using the term 
just as if he didn’t know better — and 
spread-eagling his horses in the Dwyer. He 
will, it now appears, skip the Empire City 
Stakes and move on Chicago and the 
Classic. 

Assault did a thorough job, convincing 
the most skeptical. It is quite remarkable 
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how he can be such a lion with his horses 
and such an old sheep around the stable. 
When he first came up from winter quar¬ 
ters at Columbia this year Max Hirsch was 
exhibiting him to this observer, to the ex¬ 
tent of sponging off the frog of the injured 
right fore foot to show exactly what the 
trouble was, and sponging off the left fore 
to illustrate by contrast. Through the en¬ 
tire business Assault stood like a slightly 
bored plough horse, never giving a symp¬ 
tom of impatience. On the track in the 
mornings he can be worked fast or slow, 
stopped and started again, and in fact han¬ 
dled like an ordinary obedient saddle horse. 
When he moves on his field in the after¬ 
noons, however, it’s a little different. He 
hasn’t run a fast race yet, but he’s beaten 
the ears off all the horses that did run fast 
races. 

However, Monmouth presumably will 
be here when Assault has gone, and it’s the 
first race track to show in the post-war 
period, unless you count Gulfstream Park, 
which stuck its nose crocus-like above the 
ground some seasons back and then sub¬ 
merged to await better weather. 

When this bystander first saw Mon¬ 
mouth, on the Sunday before opening day, 
it seemed a flat impossibility that it could 
open at all. Four days later it did open, ac¬ 
commodating over 18,000 people although 
the club house and its surrounding area 
were closed off altogether. And the 18,000 
had room to rattle, though there were still 
some incomplete factors about the stand. 
It’s one of the most commodious stands 
in the country, not particularly in seating 
capacity, because your true horse-player 
scorns a sitting posture, but in the actual 
square feet of space in its betting areas and 
terraces. On the day this is written, for ex¬ 
ample, Jamaica had a crowd of about 19,- 
000, and with clubhouse and all it was far 
more congested than was Monmouth on 
opening day, though Jamaica probably has 
much the larger seating capacity in the 
stand. 
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The impression grows that Monmouth 
is in good hands, and that it will be run 
with a reasonable combination of sporting 
and commercial sanity. As these lines are 
chiseled out, the track is just a week old, 
but its steadily growing patronage indicate 
that it will be quite successful financially. 
The operators, I thought, were just a little 
over-optimistic at the beginning, expecting 
it to start off on an even plane with other 
thoroughly established tracks. New tracks 
just don’t begin that way, even the ones 
that are most successful now. 

Maybe these remarks are being written 
in the wrong tense. Monmouth is growing 
at a rate which makes any judgment obso¬ 
lete, and quite possibly by the time these 
notes are in print the clubhouse will be in 
use, and the support will have risen to the 
expected plane. But it was a very encour¬ 
aging beginning, and there is little doubt 
the end will be in accord. Amory Haskell 
and his associates have added a very attrac¬ 
tive racing plant to the American racing 
scene. 

The Other Side 

In New York the picture is unfortu¬ 
nately much different. Thanks to the new 
5 per cent pari-mutuel tax, bookmakers 
are flourishing like the green bay-tree, and 
they roam unrebuked through the New 
York tracks, taking more money from the 
totalizator every day. Attendance has fallen 
off sharply as compared with last year— 
about 100,000 through the 18-day Aque¬ 
duct meeting. 

This bystander expected trouble when 
the 5 per cent gouge went on, but frankly 
didn’t expect the effects to be visible much 
before July. Actually racing here is being 
strangled with some rapidity. There is very 
grave doubt that Saratoga can make a suc¬ 
cess of its summer meeting, and if the play 
continues to fall even some of the late 
downstate meetings may run into trouble. 
Apparently neither the city of New York 
or the State Assembly has taken any inter¬ 
est in this manifestation, though as com¬ 
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pared with last year the State lost about 
$540,000 in taxes through Aqueduct’s 
three-week meeting. 

The notion here is that race tracks, on a 
national basis, should flatly refuse to open 
their gates when taxation passes what ex¬ 
perience has shown to be a reasonable lim¬ 
it, and that owners and trainers everywhere 
should back them up in this by refusing to 
race at any "emergency” meetings. When 
we had few places to go there wasn’t much 
chance to be selective, but there is nov/. Rac¬ 
ing’s biggest boom has been abruptly shut 
off in New York by the new tax, a fact 
which affects not only the tracks here and 
the horsemen who race over them, but goes 
to the actual pocketbooks of every breeder 
in Kentucky, Maryland, Virginia, New Jer¬ 
sey, or elsewhere who breeds yearlings for 
the market. 

American Race Horses, 1945 

From the Sagamore Press we have re¬ 
ceived the tenth volume in the valuable 
series of American Race Horses, first of 
which was published in 1936. The book is 
the work of the brilliant journalist Joe H. 
Palmer, Turf Editor of the New York Her¬ 
ald-Tribune and Executive Secretary of the 
American Trainers’ Association. Editor of 
the work is Vaughn Flannery, painter, 
breeder and owner of Thoroughbreds. 
American Race Horses, which costs 
$15.00, is an illustrated history of the turf, 
written while the facts are still fresh and 
uncolored by time and legend. Mr. Palmer 
has done his work well. The choice of the 
horses seems beyond criticism, and great 
improvement has been made in the photo¬ 
graphs. The book is available from the 
Stake Bulletin, Box 184, Bel Air, Mary¬ 
land.

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Sunday Horse Shows 

The Maryland Horse has for some 
time been receiving requests, by letter or 
the spoken word, that it state its position 
with regard to the Sunday horse shows now 
so prevalent in the state. This question is 
simply answered. This magazine is abso¬ 
lutely and unreservedly opposed to the 
holding of shows on Sunday for the fol¬ 
lowing reasons: 

1. Despite the fact that shows are usual¬ 
ly held to make money, and often for ex¬ 
cellent causes, we believe that alone is in¬ 
sufficient reason for their being held on 
Sundays. 

2. Nowadays the trend everywhere is to¬ 
wards a five-day work-week, leaving Satur¬ 
day in the main open for sporting events 
like shows. The wartime excuse for the 
Sunday show, of the long and full week, 
and need for exercise and diversion over 
Sunday is not presently justified. 

3. Regardless of the fact that adults can 
do as they please, the children are the bet¬ 
ter for the opportunity of attending Sun¬ 
day School and church. There are many 
owners of horses and ponies who like to 
show, and to see their children ride in 
shows, but who still feel that this is a mat¬ 
ter that should be restricted to week days’ 
activity. 

4. There is strong competition nowa¬ 
days for the wide range of trophies offered 
by the Association of Maryland Horse 
Shows, and the struggle for valuable points 
towards winning these trophies is often of 
the keenest. There are a number of ex¬ 
hibitors who hate to give up their chance 
for a trophy, and go to the Sunday show 
against their wills and desires. 

5. The Editor of this magazine spent 
some years of hard work with show hunt¬ 
ers, and knows the feelings of the grooms 
who have to work on Sundays or lose their 
jobs. We are opposed to the Sunday show 
as it deprives hardworking men of leisure 
time that is theirs by right, whether used 
for leisure or not. 
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6. It is unfair to the owners and opera¬ 
tors of the horse vans, who have to work 
for their livings, to require them to haul 
horses and ponies to shows on Sundays, 
which they must do if they are to stay in 
business. 

There are other reasons we could think 
of, but these will suffice. There is leisure 
enough for us all during the week for the 
enjoyment of our shows. If there are too 
many shows for the Saturdays to go round, 
there are plenty of horses and ponies and 
no great harm would be done if two shows 
were held the same day, unless they were 
too close together. 

For the good of all concerned, then, our 
position is that shows should be held dur¬ 
ing weekdays, and that Sunday should be 
a day where one and all can do as he or she 
pleases in the matter of rest and relaxation. 

Horse Show Directors Meet 

At a recent joint-meeting of the Board 
of Directors and the Advisory Committee 
of the Association of Maryland Horse 
Shows a number of infractions of estab¬ 
lished rules by both show and individual 
members were discussed. It appears that 
there has been a tendency on the part of 
some exhibitors to ignore that clause in the 
Green Hunter rule which limits a horse to 
showing in that section to one season. 

It appears that some shows have entirely 
ignored that rule which requires that listing 
of results and points gained by horses and 
ponies be made with the Association with¬ 
in seven days after the show. Other shows 
have ignored that rule which requires that 
judges recognized by the association only 
be used. Some shows have gone ahead and 
printed their class lists without submitting 
them for checking by the association, with 
the result that numerous classes have been 
listed at various shows that were not in ac¬ 
cord with the association’s requirements. 

The matter boils down to this: the Rule 
Book has been consistently ignored by 
many exhibitors and managements, either 
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wilfully or unwittingly. Action will be 
taken against those guilty of rule infrac¬ 
tions, both in the past and at future shows. 
The Association of Maryland Horse Shows 
has been of great value to the shows and, 
if it is to continue to be of value, its Rule 
Book must be observed. Rule Books are 
sent to all members and judges are required 
to be familiar with them. 

Shows and exhibitors who continue to 
ignore the association’s rules are quite apt 
to find themselves on the outside, looking 
in, another year. 

Maryland Hunter Sale 

The question of whether or not there 
will be a Hunter Sale in Maryland this fall 
has not yet been decided. It is hoped that 
sufficient entries of desirable quality will be 
sent in to justify the holding of this event, 
which, if held, will presumably take place 
in connection with the Maryland Hunter 
Show, early in September. 

The demand for hunters, polo ponies 
and show horses was never greater. It is 
easy to sell any decent horse today at home 
or anywhere else. It is not planned to hold 
the show unless the offerings are good, de¬ 
pendable and salable animals. Hunters well 
enough broken to go along with, young 
horses suitable for strip classes, and made 
hunters or hacks are what is wanted. 

It is imperative that would-be consignors 
get in touch with the Maryland Horse 
Breeders’ Association without delay, giving 
particulars of what they wish to enter for 
sale. 


UNRRA Exporting Horse Meat 

Meat for export from 200,000 horses 
will be shipped abroad in 1946 providing 
UNRRA is able to fulfill its program. In 
France, Belgium, Holland, Germany and 
the Balkan Nations, the use of horse meat 
has been a common practice and these na¬ 
tions are particularly anxious to get meat of 
any kind now; for years of war have left 
millions of theiiypeople in a semi-starved 
condition, urgently in need of meat pro¬ 
teins and the amino-acids. 

Horsemen are not at all disturbed over 
the demand for horsemeat, Wayne Dins- 
more, Secretary of the Horse and Mule As¬ 
sociation of America, says. He pointed out 
that about 730,000 horses and mules will 
be allowed to die of natural causes in 1946 
unless they are fattened up and sent to 
slaughter houses shortly prior to their an¬ 
ticipated demise. If slaughtered, their skins 
are saved for garments, the edible meat 
processed and sold, partly to UNRRA and 
partly for dog food, and non-edible portions 
go into meat meal and tankage. 

The carcass yield of horses is slightly 
over 50% of live weight, so 200,000 horses 
will supply about 100 million pounds of 
edible meat, which is a substantial volume 
to alleviate starvation abroad. Farmers get 
nothing for animals allowed to die on the 
farm, but do get from $1.50 to $2.00 per 
hundred pounds at farms, for old horses and 
mules sold for slaughter. This means a cost 
of from $3.00 to $3.50 per hundred weight 
at slaughtering plants.

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Uniform Racing Rules 

By H. H. Ferguson 

From time to time the matter of uni¬ 
form racing rules has been the subject of 
much discussion but it always seems to 
end just there. Every State in which there 
is legalized racing has drawn up its own 
set of rules and regulations and it is im¬ 
possible for the average horseman to keep 
up with them. In fact, he never knows when 
he is unwittingly breaking some regulation. 
There has been talk of electing or appoint¬ 
ing a czar of racing who would have super¬ 
vision over such things as racing laws, rules 
and regulations but the critics of this plan 
point out that no State would condone the 
transfer of its rights to some central per¬ 
sonage or body. 

To me, it is understandable that the 
States would take this stand but with each 
State free to write its own laws, as distin¬ 
guished from rules and regulations I can't 
see wherein there would be any insur¬ 
mountable objections. I am not advocating 
the appointment of a racing czar because 
problems of this kind can be worked out 
at the annual meeting of the racing com¬ 
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missioners and certainly they are the logical 
ones for the job. It shouldn’t be too diffi¬ 
cult a task to have a committee study the 
racing rules and regulations of all States 
interested in racing and formulate one set 
of rules and regulations which would be 
uniform throughout the Country. Probably 
seventy-five percent of the rules in effect 
now are almost identical but that other 
twenty-five percent is causing all the trou¬ 
ble and confusion. Take the registration 
certificate rule of The Jockey Club in which 
they state that there must be a certificate 
on file in the Secretary’s office for every 
horse entered in a race. 

Horsemen at Delaware have been liter¬ 
ally going "nuts” trying to locate the orig¬ 
inal certificates on their horses and if you 
don’t think that trying to trace the certifi¬ 
cate on an old plater like Molasses Bill 
through his various owners is a terrific job, 
just try it on some horse that has only been 
sold or claimed three or four times. I can 
assure you, it is next to impossible. At the 
present time The Jockey Club has issued 
over one hundred duplicate certificates to 
owners and trainers at Delaware Park since 
the meeting opened and applications for 
duplicates are pouring into their office every 
day. They have been most helpful and co¬ 
operative in issuing duplicate certificates 
and in making it possible for owners and 
trainers to keep their stock running. 

Now the question is, what is Maryland 
going to do about certificates? At present 
they have a ruling which states in effect 
that if a horse is claimed the owner will be 
fined $100.00 if he doesn’t produce the cer¬ 
tificate. It is doubtful if this rule, although 
in effect for some time, has ever been ex¬ 
ercised. West Virginia has a ruling which 
stipulates that when a horse is claimed the 
claim money will not be released until the 
certificate is passed on to the new owner. 
As far as I can determine this rule has never 
been enforced either. In New Jersey they 
required certificates on first time starters 
only but I am under the impression that

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certificates will have to be produced on all 
horses this year. 

While we are on the subject of outstand¬ 
ing differences in rules and regulations of 
the various States lets talk about "disquali¬ 
fications.” The Jockey Club ruling states 
specifically that a disqualified horse must 
be placed last. In other States, the placing 
of a disqualified horse is left to the discre¬ 
tion of the Stewards which in my opinion 
is as it should be. Certainly they are in a 
position to determine how much of a pen¬ 
alty should be imposed. For example, un¬ 
der the Jockey Club rule if two horses were 
running head and head three or four 
lengths ahead of the field and only a few 
yards from the finish line and one fouls 
the other, the disqualified horse is placed 
last. Certainly there is no indication of fair¬ 
ness or good judgment there but the stew¬ 
ards can’t rule otherwise. But why should 
the penalized horse, owner and trainer, not 
to mention the public, be penalized so se¬ 
verely for something beyond their control 
when the disqualified horse has proven so 
definitely his superiority to the horses run¬ 
ning three or four lengths back? 

There are many other rules which vary 
in their degree of fairness and good com¬ 
mon sense. Some States have rules which 
others have ignored; some rules are en¬ 
forced and others disregarded; some are 
legally sound—others are legal jokes. And 
so it goes. 

Maryland-Owned Trotters Win 

The banner season of harness racing 
sport which recently closed in California 
saw Marylanders participating in the distri¬ 
bution of purse money far in excess of their 
share in proportion to the number of Mary¬ 
land-owned trotters racing on the Coast. 
Leading winner was the bay mare Kaola, 
by Volomite, owned by Hatchell & Hill¬ 
man, of Pocomoke City. This mare won 
the $50,000 Santa Anita Derby as well as 
a Free-for-All Trot, worth $5,000. A. H. 
Highley, of Trappe, also on Maryland’s 
Eastern Shore, where the harness game is 
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more popular than the running, won a 
pace with the bay Highland Scott mare 
Scotta and a trotting event with another 
mare, Darnelle Hanover by Peter the 
Brewer.

Conformation: Limbs and Feet 

The importance of a horse’s or pony’s legs and feet 
can hardly be over-estimated, as so much depends upon 
them. 

To begin with, your animal should have good 
"bone.” Quality of bone is beyond the judgment of 
novices (and of a great many of the experts, if they 
were honest). It should be hard, like ivory. Soft bone 
is bad. On this, however, the novice is in the lap of 
the gods, though he can learn to judge the amount 
of bone in an animal. 

So often bone is just hair, or a poor animal ap¬ 
pears to have plenty of bone, whereas when he is fully 
furnished (that is, in good condition, muscled up, 
and matured) he will lack bone and be what is called 
overtopped—too heavy for his legs. Proportion is es¬ 
sential. 

Do not be like the girl who insisted upon having 
a pony despite all persuasions to the contrary, because 
"it had lovely thin legs.” Actually the pony was light 
of bone, tied in below the knee or light of bone below 
the hock, and finally, through these defects, had be¬ 
come round of his joints. But he was breedy and caught 
the eyes—he was, in fact, a flatcatcher! 

Not Too Light 

However breedy an animal is he must also have 
substance, otherwise he is simply a "blood weed” and 
yet another trap for the unwary. Frequently they are 
"pretty horses”; they probably show quality, and may 
even move well. But they lack substance—are what 
the term denotes, just weeds. 

Tied in below the knee and light of bone below the 
hock are identical. Instead of the legs being the same 
width from the knee to the fetlock in front and from 
the hock to the fetlock behind they are narrow just be¬ 
low the knee and the hock and give a tied-in appear¬ 
ance. 

Legs all round should give an appearance of flatness 
rather than roundness. An animal is said to be round of 
his joints when his fetlocks (the horse’s equivalent to 
ankles) give a rounded appearance rather than a flat 
one. Round joints are caused by strain or overwork of 
some kind—like too heavy loads on top or behind— 
but this is easily distinguishable from animals born 
with round, rather than flat bone. 

A horse or pony is said to be up on his joints when 
his fetlocks are shot forward and upright to a varying 
degree. This is due to pulling too heavy weights or 
strain caused by slippery roads. It is more unsightly 
than an unsoundness, although, of course, it has be¬ 
come a weakness. 

Forearm and Gaskin 

The forearm should be well developed and mus¬ 
cled. It should not turn inwards towards his body at 
the elbow, or he is tied in at the elbow; that his gaskin 
—or the limb just above his hock—should also be 
broad and muscled and not mean-looking is obviously 
desirable. 

If when standing in front the toes turn inwards the 
animal is pigeon-toed. 

Then stand at his side. If the legs of any horse or 
pony are off the perpendicular and lean inward, then 
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che animal is calf-kneed or back of the knee. If they 
bend forward he is over at the knee. Some people say 
that horses that are a bit over, through natural causes 
and not overwork, will never strain their back tendons. 
Those that are back of the knee are liable to do so. 

All knees should be large and flat. The same ap¬ 
plies to hocks. Avoid coarse, lumpy ones or too small, 
weak ones. Hocks should be well let down, as de¬ 
scribed in a previous article. The cannon bones be¬ 
tween the knee and fetlock in front, and between hock 
and fetlock behind, should be short and flat, and free 
from lumps and bumps. 

The pasterns, i.e., between fetlock joint and the top 
of the hoof or coronet, should neither be too long and 
sloping, nor too upright. The former, although mak¬ 
ing for a comfortable ride, is liable to be a weakness. 
The latter makes for a stilted action and jars both you 
and the horse. Aim at a pastern of medium length and 
at an angle of about forty-five degrees, but too long 
ones are better than too short ones. 

Hair on a horse or pony’s legs is a strong indication 
of breeding. The more hair and the coarser the tex¬ 
ture the commoner-bred is the animal. 

Coming down to the all-important question of feet, 
avoid at all costs narrow, contracted "boxy” feet. The 
hoof is, in fact, a box in which there are three bones 
(and other things, of course). If there is insufficient 
room in that box there is going to be trouble, so look 
for good open feet, not over large, but certainly not 
too small. 

Pick them up, and if they are contracted at the 
heels have a care. If the walls of the hoof are straight 
and boxy, beware again. Neither do I like them flat 
and shelly. Large flat feet like plates are an abomina¬ 
tion. Their owners are invariably clumsy. While flat 
feet are undesirable, they are not actually an unsound¬ 
ness, but you will find they are prone to get bruised 
and, when unshod, the animal will be reluctant to walk 
across stony ground. 

Feet should match in size, and should also be con¬ 
cave. Pick them up and examine the inside. The soles 
of the hoof should be like the palm of your hand 
when arched, with the frogs running down V shaped 
into the centre. If the soles are flat, or, worse still, 
convex, again beware. If flat, the animal will be apt 
to "go tender”; if convex he has probably had 
laminitis, or foot fever, and this frequently causes 
the sole to drop. Never buy an animal with dropped 
soles, but be sure they really are dropped, and not just 
very flat, before condemning him. If it is caused 
through laminitis, there will be other signs to guide 
you.

May 20. Back home by noon today, 
after an easy trip down, part of which was 
spent with Tom Waller, who was going 
back to his stable, now at Havre de Grace, 
where a very successful second meeting is 
being held just now. It was a smart move 
to avoid the clash with New Jersey this Fall 
by utilizing the vacant dates between Pim¬ 
lico’s closing and the opening of Delaware 
Park. 

May 21. This evening we went over to 
the Green Spring Hunt Club for a meeting 
of the directors of the Maryland Hunter 
Show. Plans are being formulated to run 
this important affair in Maryland’s horse 
picture in the Worthington Valley, Sep¬ 
tember 6,7, and 8. 

May 22. Most of today has been spent 
out at Timonium, where Dean Bedford and 
the Editor have been laying out a show¬ 
ring, planning a Horse Department office, 
and preparing class lists for the draft 
classes, ponies and breeding stock. The new 
set up at the Fair will rule the horses out 
of the Judging Pavilion this year, inasmuch 
as the Army has floored the building with 
concrete. Horse events, except the Nation¬ 
wide Pulling Contest, will be judged in the 
new ring, to be built at the South end of 
the draft horse barns. If rain spoils the 
plans, others will be worked out. At any 
rate, Timonium’s reopening will be marked 
by many and excellent changes. 

May 27. A breeder who patronizes a 
few Maryland sires each year was a visitor 
today, and with him we went over to Merry- 
land Farm to inspect Mr. Bones and a mare 
or two owned by the gentleman in ques¬ 
tion that are being bred to the promising 
young *Abbe Pierre. The latter horse 
was inspected at Ray Bryson’s Elray Farm, 
at Kingsville, where he has had a full com¬ 
plement of some 40 mares this year. The 
grey son of Brantome is getting some ex¬ 
ceptionally fine foals, and seems very sure 
with his mares. 
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May 29. Met with Joe Shirley, Clydes¬ 
dale breeder and former President of the 
Maryland Stockmen’s Association; Dan 
Wight, owner of Monocacy Farms, Fred¬ 
erick and the state’s leading breeder of 
Percherons; Joe Vial, Live Stock Extension 
Specialist from the University of Maryland 
at College Park and Dean Bedford, Super¬ 
intendent of the Draft Horse department 
of the Maryland State Fair, for lunch at 
Towson’s Penn Hotel today. At this meet¬ 
ing plans for all draft horse activities in 
connection with the Timonium Fair were 
approved, and a fine aggressive spirit was 
evidenced. The horsemen present are de¬ 
termined that there shall be every effort 
made to make a good showing of the draft 
breeds at Timonium, an attitude fully en¬ 
dorsed by the management of the Fair 
itself. 

May 30. At McDonogh School today, 
there to observe the well executed Com¬ 
pany Drills, and the rehearsal of the 
Cavalry for the important commencement 
exercises. It was good to sit on the grass in 
the shade and listen to the fine martial 
music while watching the boys’ good work. 

May 31. In New York this morning, 
coming up by the night’s sleeper. Out at 
Belmont Park early to see the Thorough¬ 
breds gallop, then to work, with a sale to 
horses in training to be attended to, with 
all sorts from good to bad on offer to a 
still bullish group of buyers. So home, tired, 
for dinner. 

June 1 . Spent the day judging the Bel 
Air Lions’ Club’s first annual horse show, 
held at Vic Noyes’ places, just outside town. 
The affair had to be called off about 4:00 
P.M. when a veritable cloudburst flooded 
the show grounds, the torrents of rain con¬ 
tinuing for hours. It was offered as a reason 
for this catastrophe that the numerous 
politicians who came into the ring to pin 
ribbons on the winners, had so upset the 
atmosphere with the unwonted influx of 
"hot air” as to cause the downpour. Prob¬ 
ably the elements were determined to stop 
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any repetitions of Baltimore’s Mayor Mc- 
Keldin’s grand fairy story, in which Clem 
McCarthy was quoted, and Isaac Murphy 
was said to have won the Kentucky Derby 
on the "mare," Black Gold. We listened to 
the tale with open mouth, for it mixed 
years, sexes, colors and horses to a won¬ 
drous degree.

Up to Sagamore early this 
morning, to meet Manager Duval Head- 
ley, who has everything there in grand 
shape, and then on to "Downey” Bonsai’s 
Mantua Farm, arranging for the sale and 
transfer of some broodmares. Back home 
and then on to McDonogh for the impres¬ 
sive commencement exercises. 

June 11 . In to Baltimore to work over 
some magazine details with the printers, 
then to the Lord Baltimore to lunch with 
an Eastern Shore breeder, who wanted to 
discuss further development of his blood¬ 
stock holdings. 

June 13. To Timonium, there to meet 
with President Matt L. Daiger, Dean Bed¬ 
ford and builder Charlie Frayne, to discuss 
plans for our horse show set up, then to 
Baltimore for a meeting with Albert Don¬ 
aldson, Chairman of Governor O’Conor’s 
recently appointed Commission to recodify 
Maryland’s antiquated racing laws. 

June 15. With Gus Riggs to Norris¬ 
town this morning, there to judge a show 
held at Doc” Kindlen’s ranch in aid of 
the Norristown Hospital. Staying in town 
at the comfortable Valley Forge Hotel, a 
few miles from the show at which we have 
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seen more of the ex-Army branded horses 
than has been the case since we quit selling 
them for Uncle Sam. There are some good 
hunters and jumpers among the ex-Gov- 
ernment mounts. 

June 16. Out at the show again from 
noon on, then, after our classes were over, 
back to Towson and home, a long drive 
after a night show.
